Cost Of Government 


Probably very few people who join in the popular clamour for govern- 
ment expenditure for relief, for public and social services, for subsidies and 
for numerous other concessions, too often with the idea of benefiting them- 
selves beyond actual needs or to gain something for their community real- 
ize the expense they are saddling upon themselves and upon their children. 

If they did, it is probable that many of the demands which are made 
upon the federal, provincial and municipal governments would be consider- 
ably curtailed and some of. them would not be ‘made at all. The people 
themselves would be more vigilant in their efforts to prevent relief 
racketeering such as was recently revealed in criminal court proceedings in 
one of the municipalities in Saskatchewan and the public conscience would | 
result in curtailment of some of the demands Which are constantly being 
made for services, favors and concessions which the country is.unabie to) 
afford at the present time. 

Governments are not altogether to blame if they yield to constant and 
enormous pressure which is constantly being brought to bear upon them for 
unnecessary expenditures or for services for which the means are not forth-$ 
coming without pledging the country, the province or the municipality to 
indebtedness beyond ability to repay. 

It is the people themselves who thoughtlessly make demands without 
counting the cost and who regard the governments as a widow's cruise of 
oil who are culpable, and until they fully realize what the cost of govern-| 
ment is to them as individuals, the avalanche of demands for more services | 
of one kind and another is not likely to abate. 

* * . > 
Unappreciated Costs 

One of the difficulties of bringing home to the public consciousness the 
burden which the people must carry as a result of these demands for mul- 
tiple government and increasing services is the fact that much of the taxa- 
tion imposed to pay for it is the indirect form, what might appropriately 
be termed hidden taxes. 

The average man or woman who goes into a store to spend a dime or 
@ dollar is not conscious, or at the best only vaguely aware, of the fact that 
@ percentage of that dime or that dollar is going towards the cost of gov- 
ernment and government services. A portion of the dime or the dollar goes 
to the federal government, sometimes another slice of it goes to the provin-| 
cial government and in some cases all three governments take a share of | 
that dime or that dollar. ~ 

Even those who have a dim conception that when they are purchasing | 
commodities and services, they are contributing towards the cost of one or) 
more governments have not the faintest idea of what proportion of the | 
money they are spending goes for that purpose. If they did, it is more 
than probable that the governments would not be subjected to this con- 
tinual bmbardment for more and more expenditure.

Feathered Passengers 


Birds Often Rest On Ocean Liners 
; When Migrating 

While the Grace Line steamship 
Santa Rosa was in West Indian 
waters a flock of small migrating 
birds, estimated at 2,000 and seem- 
ingly wellk-nigh exhausted, swooped 
down upon the ship and made them- 
selves at home. They showed no 
fear of humans, freely entered cabins 
and lounges and devoured bits of 
food that passengers and crew prof- 
fered them. They rested contentedly 
throughout the night, but when day- 


light came and the refreshed birds 
sighted Croked Island, 150 miles 
northeast of Cuba, they took off in 
its direction and soon were lost to 
sight. 

On the Santa Rosa's arrival at 
New York it was reported that the 
birds were wild canaries. This iden- 
tification, however, was scouted by 
the ornithological experts of the 


American Museum of Natural His- 
tory. It is possible that 
feathered passengers may have been 
warblers, many kinds of which sport 
yellow plumage and migrate to the 
Caribbean region or to Central and 
South America during our North- 
ern winter. What amazed the Grace 
liner’s skipper, Curt Zastrow, how- 
ever, was the extraordinary large 
number of the birds in distress.

Process Has Been Completed By 
United States Government 
/ Chemists 

Methods to make wool from skim 
milk, in order to put wool goods 
| within easier reach of the poor, have 
been completed by United States 
government chemists. 

The plans were described to the 
American Chemical Society by E. O. 
Whittier and- 8. P, Gould, of the 
bureau of dairy industry. . 
| Wool from milk has been used in 
Europe for three years, The United 
States has a potential annual 40,000,- 
000,000 pounds of skim milk. With 
| this, the chemigt said, it would be 
| possible to produce from milk twice 
the country’s present consumption of 
wool, 

The first step in turning skim milk 
inte wool is souring., The soured 
mass is dried, then dissolved in al- 
kali, containing metals and fatty 
, acids. This mass is forced through 
} tiny holes in a platinum dise. The

| artificial wool fibres. 
| The milk wool is weak when wet, 
but it does not shrink as much as 
| real wool. .

Seods From A Tomb 


After More Than Twelve Centuries 
Seeds Sprout Inte Trees 

Several odd-looking seeds discov- 
ered recently in a more than 12-cen- 
tury-old tomb at Jugo, Higashi-Ko- 
dama Village, Kodama, have begun 
to sprout inte phoenix trees, which 
are found only in the western part 
of Madagascar Island. They are 
growing at the Koishikawa Botanical 
Garden in Tokyo. 

The seeds were discovered by an 
amateur botanist, Daisuke Shimizu, 
of Chichibu, Saitama prefecture. 
They have the shape of an egg, 68 
to 7.3 millimeters in length and from 
4 to .44 millimeters in diameter, 
Their color is pale brownish yellow. 

They budded 13 days after they 
were given soil by an expert of the 
Koishikawa Botanical Garden where 
they had been sent by the amateur
